1. On k April 1953 Shakir Abu-Kishik, ex-Hiftl supporter and 2 ; fugee leader in 
the Tulkarm area, staved that the refugees vill never approve of a peace 
treaty with the Israelis . 8uch action in essence would mean the recognition 
of the legal existence of Israel hy the Arabs. Abu-Kishik pointed out that
